J. W. Pickup, K.C., Toronto, 
representing Mr. Mulock, asked' 
that the appeal be quashed. R. 
R. McMurtry, K.C., Toronto, re- 
plied on behalf of the plaintiff- 
appellant.! 

In a Verbal ruling the court 
held in effect that to entitle the 
plaintiff to appeal to Ottawa the 
amount so far as the plaintiff 
was concerned must be over 
$2,000, but that what was in- 
volved so far as the plaintiff was 
concerned was not the $2,500 
stock issued but the control of 
the company, an intangible 
which could not be valued.

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HOLLAND LANDING HAS 
COMMUNITY SPIRIT 

There are community associations of various 
kinds in most communities. They act as adjuncts 
to the municipal government, planning, advising, 
and raising funds. Community associations are 
the odd jobs agency for town or village. They 
represent community action in which all citizens 
participate. 

• Most community associations are formed in a 
burst of enthusiasm for the accomplishment of 
one definite objective. The objective reached, 
the associations wither away from lack of 
exercise. Not so in Holland Landing. At one 
time regarded as Peck's bad boy of the county, 
Holland Landing is setting an enviable record of 
accomplishment through its community associa- 
tion, i 

Holland Landing, so its citizens say, has the 
longest Main street in York county. But on long 
main streets, the snow lies deeply in winter time 

and if there is no snow-plow available, traffic 

is tied up. Holland Landing had no snow-plow. 
It has one now, bought and paid for through the 
community association. 

Holland Landing recently had a welcome home 
party for its veterans at which time gold 
watches were presented to those who had served 
in the armed forces. Again, that was the accom- 
plishment of the community association. 

Holland Landing needs a community halL The 
community association is providing one. Here, 
we think, Holland Landing has best demon- 
strated the willingness of its citizens to work to- 
gether, for the benefit of the community.' The 
memorial hall is being built in large part by 
voluntary labor. In the last few weeks, the 
foundations have been dug by the citizens work- 
ing without charge. Professionals are being 
called in for specialized work, but the burden 
of building remains with volunteers. Progress so 
far is deserving of respect and praise. 

There are other municipalities where the citi- 
zens have joined together for the benefit of the 
community. .The re-building of the Pine Orchard 
Union church comes to mind, for one. Each 
community can offer similar examples of com- 
munity effort. It is a source of lasting pride 
when members of. a community can work to- 
gether to provide a benefit that can be shared 
by all. It is the essence of our democratic way 
of life. 



INDUSTRIAL PLANTS 
IN RURAL AREAS 



"TCie time when the northern part of York 
county could be considered strictly a rural area 
Is rapidly passing. Since the cessation of hostili- 
ties, there has been a steady exodus of industrial 
plants from the larger to the smaller centres. 
.The north part of York county has had a large 
share in the benefits of that migration. 

Last week, the town of Aurora announced the 
location of two new industrial plants within its 
boundaries. Work has begun in Newmarket on 
an Industrial plant. The air is alive with rumors 
of more industrial locations throughout the 
northern part of the county. Such activity is 
not confined to industrial establishments. Farm 
• products processing and storage plants are active 
or being erected in many centres. 

There are many factors entering into this pros- 
perous boom in the rural areas. Industries have 
found less labor trouble, lowered costs outside 
the cities. The practice of decentralization is be- 
ing put into effect. Working conditions in a 
small community are generally an improvement 
over the larger ones. 

In agriculture, the provision of on-the-spot 
storage and processing plants springs in part 
from the poor service in- previously existing 
facilities, and in part from an increasing tend- 
ency on the part of farmers to take over the 
distribution of their products. Through co-oper- 
ative agencies, the farmers ore cutting middle 
man- costs and increasing their own profits. 

How long and to what extent this activity will 
continue is a matter of conjecture. The post- 
war prosperity general to most industry is an 
influential factor in locating ■ plants in small 
centres. If, however, the benefits accruing in- 
dustry locating in small centres arc all its ex- 
ponents say,, there is little fear that the small 
centres v/ill suffer should there be a break in 
that prosperity. . 



COL YOUNG 
SAYS THANKS 

On March 30 of this year, the activities of the 
Newmarket training centre officially came to an 
end. On "that date, the training centre reported 
"nil personnel." Since that time, only a skeleton 
force has remained to close down the camp and 
store equipment 

Since its beginning in September, 1940, 30,000 
men were trained at " the Newmarket centre. 
Over 300 of them have become officers and over 
2,000 of them non-commissioned officers trained 
at the camp. The men trained at Newmarket 
fought wherever the Canadian forces were in 
battle. Many of them made the supreme sacri- 
fice. 

The Newmarket camp has an enviable record 
as a training centre. Equally, the Newmarket 
centre has been foremost in activities connected 
with the victory loan campaigns, for one, the 
blood donor service for another. These accom- 
plishments reflect great personal credit on the 
two commanding officers, Lieut.-Col. H. B. Hark- 
ness, D.S.O., and Lieut-Col. Newton M. Young, 
and their staffs. 

Elsewhere in this issue, there is a letter from 
Col. Young in which he expresses his personal 
appreciation of the friendliness of the people of 
Newmarket towards the camp. He notes the way 
"Newmarket citizens opened .their homes to the 
men at the camp, the way the municipality pro- 
vided services for the camp. He writes: "There 
have been few places in Canada throughout the 
war where the same spirit of harmony and co- 
operation has prevailed. 1 * 

While Col. Young does not say so, the kind- 
nesses of the town towards the camp have been 
reciprocated by the camp. It has been, as he 
writes, a "great partnership." Col. Young has 
made the camp facilities available to Newmarket 
whenever they were sought He has opened the 
camp to the citizens. He and his staff have gone 
out of their way to be helpful. It has been a 
partnership in which both parties gave back in 

full what they received. 

We regret the closing of the camp though 
acknowledging with thankfulness that its need no 
longer exists. Newmarket has profited by the 
partnership. It is- the sincere hope of the citi- 
zens of Newmarket that the men and women 
who passed through the camp were equally bene- 
fitted. We hope they will not forget us.

A contemporary aptly voices a problem all 
weekly editors are more or. less faced with. In 
his editorial columns, the editor of the Midland 
Free Press reflects: 

'The editor of a metropolitan daily has one 
great advantage over the editor'of a town or vil- 
lage weekly; 

• "He does not have to do his thinking in a gold- 
fish bowl. 

"He is able, to write editorials and to express 
what happens to be on his mind on any particu- 
lar day without having too many folks know that 
he woke with a grouchy feeling and has a bone 
to pick with some one. True, what he writes 
will probably disclose that fact, but to not one 
in a hundred of the great mobs of people who 
live in the city is the editor, known. 

"In town or village it is different. The people 
know when they see an expression of opinion in 
the local paper just who wrote it. They meet 
'the guy' on the street every day. They them- 
selves are able to form ideas and express them 
to the neighbors without anyone getting excited 
about it. But the editor jhas to step carefully, 
particularly if he would write positively about 
some local controversial subject. His thinking 
and writing are done in public, and he is per- 
sonally identified with what appears in the paper. 

"Other folks have this great advantage over the 
editor. They can change their minds easily and 
few are any the wiser. If the editor on the other 
hand discovered that he has been wandering up 
the wrong street and wants to retrace his steps 
everybody is aware of it, at least those folks who 
take the trouble., to read what he writes. 

"All of v/hich is apropos! of nothing, except that 
it just occurs to this editor every now and then 
that he is being watched j as he makes up his 
mind, and that does not make it any easier to 
reach a conclusion."

Symptoms of adolescence are 
slang, restlessness, impatience, 
bumptuousness, s e 1 f-conscious- 
ness, listlessness, awkwardness, 
conflict about £ours, frequent 
criticism, sensitivity about 
clothes, frequently showing off, 
in conflict with parents, dissatis- 
faction, being a nuisance. There 
is a conflict of desire to be 
secure and a desire to be in- 
dependent The adolescent 
wants to be treated as an adult 
individual and at the same time 
is not ready to assume adult 
responsibility. When symptoms 
of adolescence present them- 
selves, the parents take on the 
attitudes either of a serious state 
of affairs or an indication of 
healthy development. 

Parents who deal with adoles- 
Icence by nagging, scolding, lec- 
turing, arguing or questioning 
do so with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. The teen-ager probably 
would rebel. Adolescents should 
spend some time away from their 
parents— it would be good for 
both. Adolescents need emanci- 
pation from control. The goal 
is to get the child to be independ- 
ent of us in doing and thinking. 
In order to make children cap- 
able we must give them practice 
in independence, making decis- 
ions, assuming responsibility and 
using freedom. As we increase 
the amount of responsibility, we 
should increase the freedom. If 
the child has plenty of practice, 
he is ready .for almost complete 
direction of his own life by the 
age of 16. Too often the child 
has to fight for freedom and res- 
ponsibilities. This conflict is 
expressed by sulking, by being 
passive but doing as he pleases, 
or by staging open rebellion. 
The conflict usually* comes to the 
surface over something trivial, 
such as the height of the heel, 
slang of the gang, or size of the 
sweater, etc. The most import- 
ant sanction is outside the home 
during adolescence. The stan- 
dards of his contemporaries are 
important to the teen-ager. 

Parents worry in terms of the 
child making mistakes during 
adolescence. It is really a good 
thing for children to make mis- 
takes and learn through their 
mistakes. 

There is need to learn causes 
of the conflicts between parents 
and adolescents— a need to better 
understand the adolescent. He 
possesses a desire to be an 
adult. There are physical, men- 
tal, social and emotional spurts 
during adolescence. The 14- 
year-old starts to comb his hair 
for the first time. Sometimes he 
displays enthusiasm that lasts 
just a short time. The adolescent 
is faced with serious problems: 
work? vacation? educational 
problems? social problems? girl 
problems? gang problems? 

The age of the parent of the 
teen-ager who tries to lay down 
laws to the child is past. The 
adolescent needs parents, not 
for telling him what to do but 
for guidance without dictation. 
There is a necessity to recognize 
the wants and desires of adoles- 
cence. 

1. Want for affection and be- 
longing, not too overtly express- 
ed. Needs to feel safe, secure and 
solid in parents' affection. Even 
though education, cooking, social 
activities, religious functions and 
economic functions have left the* 
home, home can always be a 
place of security, a place in 
which- jHc child should feel "ul 
home". 

2. Desire for social approval. 
The adolescent wants some ap- 
proval from home and so infre- 
quently gets approval. He needs 
approval from adults, especially 
parents. He needs more approv- 
al than disapproval ond the re- 
verse is more often what he gets. 

3. Desire for creative achieve- 
ment. There is much chance for 
satisfying this desire in the home. 
More opportunities need to be 
provided so the adolescent can 
have the thrill of doing some- 
thing worth doing. 

4. Self-esteem. The adolescent 
needs to feel he has a place. He 
usually has a feeling of inferior- 
ity and insecurity and he needs 
someone to bolster his feeling of 
self-confidence. Feelings of in- 
feriority and Insecurity come 



It has always seemed, to my 
husband and me, that music has 
a place and power in life, which 
nothing else can replace or dis- 
place. 

We talk about the need for a 
universal language, and now 
since the world has shrunk to 
such proportions that any part 
of it can be reached at will, it 
would seem to be a necessity, but 
in music we have a universal 
language ready to our hand. 
Listen to a great chorale, oratorio, 
mass or grand old hymn in any 
language, and you feel the up- 
surge of prayer and praise in 
your very soul. Listen to an 
opera, an operetta, a symphony 
orchestra, or good band or con- 
cert company, and if you were 
sitting beside a Pole, a Czecho- 
Slovack, a Netherlander or a 
Belgian, you would look at one 
another in delight at some' ex- 
quisite rendition or . some gay, 
good interpretation— even if you 
could not speak one^word of each 
other's language. 

There is a musical sense which 
transcends common sense and 
lifts us into an atmosphere that 
has in it something of divinity. 

As a child I was brought up 
on nursery rhymes set to music, 
old Scotch and Irish ballads and 
the hymns that live forevej. 

Tve forgotten many tx.igs, 
but today, these are as fresh in 
my memory as when I learned 
them from a variety of relations, 
all music loving, in the long ago. 

The friends who taught them 
to me have long since gone to 
the bright beyond, where they 
will learn the new song, but 
their memory will be green in 
my heart till I, too, have passed 
beyond the "bourne of time and 
space." 

My husband says that in his 
old home in Scotland there were 
enough of the family to sing 
part songs and every little while 
we will hear a song on the 
radio which wakes a childhood 
memory of stormy Sunday eve- 
nings in that Highland home, 
when they sang the hymns of 
the Covenanters, and the old 
Gaelic psalms. 

I read an article by Edward 
Johnston lately, in which he told 
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his reasons for giving- up the 
managership of the New York 
Metropolitan Opera House to 
come back to manage the Toron- 
to Conservatory of Music. He 
said "It is not to nationalize 
Canadian music, but to make 
Canada a musical nation." 

I 

Children, except in very rare 
cases, are music conscious. It 
can easily become as much a 
part of their life as breathing, 
for it is natural for them to 
sing, 

Edward Johnston said,, too, 
that "no criminals were recruit- 
ed from the musical world," 
which is a tribute in these days 
when criminals seem to be re- 
cruited from every branch of 
society. 

That children will sacrifice 
something for music we found 
when we started our children's 
orchestra and chorus. The prac- 
tices were from two to four on 
Saturday afternoons — the chil- 
dren's free day and yet 34 chil- 
dren, in age from six to 14, 
rarely missed a practice, not 
only that but they walked, some 
of them two miles or more, in 
all kinds of weather. 

I can see a collection of wet 
shoes and stockings round our 
kitchen stove on one very bad 
day, while the children disport- 
ed themselves in a variety of 
foot gear recruited from mother, 
Archie and me. 

There- was no music in the 
schools about us then, and the 
music hungry children when of- 
fered something to satisfy that 
hunger were ready to do their 
part and more! j 

The same thing applied to the 

22 older members of our little 
company — they came crowded 
into cars, behind horses when 
the drifts were high, or on foot; 
they were willing to learn to 
play on strange instruments, to 
come to extra practices — they 
loved : music in short, and were 
willing to give time and effort 
to learn. 

Music can arouse us to many 
things — to religious fervor, to 
patriotism, to love, and to joy — 
it is as I said in the beginning — 
a universal language.

Wm. LaParde, secretary of an 
interim committee for the form- 
ation of a legion branch for war 
veterans in Newmarket; draws 
the attention of all veterans in- 
terested in the formation of a 
legion branch to the following 
sections of the legion constitution 
regarding membership qualifica- 
tions: 

Membership is open to the fol- 
lowing classes: ordinary mem- 
bers: any person of good charac- 
ter who enlisted or was enrolled 
for active service anywhere dur- 
iny any of the wars of the empire 
in any of His Majesty's forces, 
including the mercantile marine, 
merchant navy, the fishery patrol 
services and the corps of Can- 
adian fire fighters for service in 
Great Britain and who has 
been honorably discharged 
therefrom. 

Who has volunteered and who 
has served satisfactorily not less 
man three years in any of His 
Majesty's forces or the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. ,

v/ars of the empire and saw ac- 
tive service therewith, provided 
he was honorably discharged 
therefrom. 

( Associate members: Any per- 
son of good character who has 
served satisfactorily in any of 
His Majesty's forces, or in any 
force of His Majesty's allies and 
who has been honorably 'dis- 
charged therefrom, but is not 
eligible, as herein provided, as 
an ordinary member. 

Active service associate mem- 
bers: Any person of good char- 
acter who has enlisted into any 
branch — naval, military or air 
force, of the Canadian active 
service force or any of His 
Majesty's forces or the forces of 
any ally of His Majesty on duty 
in Canada. 

Honorary members: Any per- 
son recommended by a local 
branch who accepts and supports 
the purposes and objects of the 
Legion, and who has assisted .in 
the advancement of these pur- 
poses i(nd objects in the past by 
giving time and work.

tenance. That is but a token of 
the spirit of co-operation. 

While p a x t i n g s are never 
pleasant, the glorious thing is 
that the sacrifice is over and our 
boys and girls may again return 
to take up their lives so inter- 
rupted by the war. In this your 
citizens can help by giving them 
every* assistance and by remem- 
bering to be sympathetic with 
those who have had the exper- 
iences that have been theirs and 
face the re-adjustment that is 
now necessary. 

I have already written to the 
leading manufacturers, to the 
ladies of the soldiers' club and 
to the mayor and council but I 
want to express, through your 
columns, to the churches and 
other organizations who helped 
to entertain and assist our men, 

the appreciation that I feel for 
the assistance given me in carry- 
ing on my duties here. 

I would like to also thank the 
hundreds of citizens who made 
a "home away from home" for 
our men on Saturdays and Sun- 
days and the men have often 
commented on the kindly treat- 
ment by the people of Newmar- 
ket. 

My final expression of grati- 
tude is one to yourself and your 
paper for the fairness of your 
at all times on the 
doings of the camp and for your 
great assistance in building mor- 
ale by reflecting the camp's 
activities in the columns of your 
paper. 

One cannot say where a good 
journalist draws the line between 
reflecting and moulding public 
opinion but I would say that in 
this case the line has been drawn 
with artistry. 

Again, on behalf of those 30,- 
000 men, my most sincere 
thanks.

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Head Or Heart Religion 

By Rev. L. James Lake, 
Newmarket Gospel Tabernacle, 

"And this is life eternal that 
they may know Thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom Thou hast sent." It is 
evident from this verse of Scrip- 
ture that there is a knowledge, 
the possession of which, gives us 
eternal life. Briefly, it is my in- 
tention under the spirit, to point 
out the tremendous difference 
between head and heart religion. 
In so doing I am following in 
the steps of my Master Who 
made this the constant burden of 
His ministry. 

If today you were walking 
down the Main SI of Newmarket 
and you should meet Winston 
Churchill, you would at once 
recognize him. Not only would 
his face be familiar to you, but 
also the many interesting facts 
of his life. You have read of his 
birth, of his early life, his ances- 
try, his achievements in battle, 
his speeches, his wonderful lead- 
ership, as well as the personal 
aspects of his lif<? — his age, the 
number of children he has, 
where he went to school. But in 
spite of this intimate knowledge 
of him, you do not know Win- 
ston Churchill! t For he would 
not turn to you and say "Good 
morning, Henry!" but' would 
have to respond to your greeting 
in a general way, because Win- 
ston Churchill does not know 
you! 

The analogy is so clear it 
would seem unnecessary to pur- 
sue it further. Do you possess 
only a head knowledge of Christ 
or do you have that about which 
the verse is speaking, a heart 
knowledge? For the Word of 
God declares "if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus and believe in thine heart 
that God has raised Him from 
the dead, thou shall be saved, 
for with the heart man bclievelh 
unto righteousness and with the. 
mouth confession is made unto 
salvation, Humans, 10:0-10. Wc 
who possess this saving knowl- 
edge know it, "for His Spirit 
witnesscth with our spirit that 
we are the children of God." We 
are not horn children of God. 
There is no divine spark within' 
the natural man. It is not by a 
gradual process that we grow in 
likeness to Christ, but by the 
gracious work of the Holy Spirit 
in the souls of men when by His 
power, the uncreated life of God 
is imparted to the immortal soul 
of man so {hat he becomes a new 
creation in Christ Jesus. 

This truth is clearly set forth 
for us in John 1:12-13, "But as 
many; as received Him, to them 
gave He power to become the 
sons .of God, even to them that 
believe on His Name, which 
were horn, -not of blood, nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the 
v/ill of man, but of God." It is 
not presumption on the part of a 
child of God. to say that he or 
she "' knows that they possess 
eternal life, for both the gospel 
of John and the first epistle of 
John were written with the ex- 
press purpose that "they that be- 
lieve might know that they have 
eternal life." 

One reference must suffice 
"These things have I written un- 
to you that believe on the Name 
of the Son of God, that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life 
and that ye may believe on the 
Name of the Son of God." 
1 John 5:13.
